After retiring 
from railroad service he engaged 
in ranching for a number of 
years, owning a 10 acre grove on 
East Eighth, five acres of which 
he sold for the site of the new 
lemon packing house of the Up- 
land Lemon Growers’ association.

He was held in high esteem by 
all who knew him and had hosts 
of friends throughout this sec- 
tion.
